A t l a n t a , Ga., Dec. 26.—No city ever 
had a sadder Christmas than this has bcJtt 
for Atlanta. The holiday decorations 
were black and white, and sorrbw had 
filled every heart. 
II is very doubtful if 
ever in the history of the people any pri­ 
vate citizen at least has been as universal­ 
ly mourned as Henry W. Grady. 
From

A lbany, N. Y., Dec. 2.6—Of late a 
project has been afoot for a consolidation 
of the live and dressed beef interests in the 
East and the slaughtering of beef for the 
eastern and middle States at some point 
like Albany, which Is conveniently situ­ 
ated for a distributing center. It has just 
been decided to carry out the project, 
and steps have been taken to make it suc­ 
cessful by the formation of a copartner­ 
ship between George H. Hammond Sc Co., 
the Chicago dressed beef firm, and William 
H. Monroe, a West Albany cattle dealer. 
These two interests have arranged for a 
£7,OOO,OOO 
stock company, 
which is 
to have among its stockholders such 
leading cattle dealers as George Hotch­ 
kiss, of 
New York City, and An­ 
thony Comstock, of Providence. 
It is 
proposed to build a large warehouse in 
Albany and to establish the company's 
principal abattoirs at West Albany or at 
Karner’s station. Representatives of the 
new company have inspected 150 acres of 
land back of the present stock yards at 
West Albany and the land on Van Rens­ 
selaer’s island south of the city. 
Borne 
forty acres at Karner’s station have been 
examined and favorably considered be­ 
cause of a large pond fed by springs which 
are situated in the tract.

N e w Y ork, Dec. 26.—Charles R. Flint 
has received a cable dispatch from the 
Compenhia Mercantile, the company in 
whose favor the provisional government 
of Para recently granted a 
cession" in the shape of a 
rubber for export announcing a decline in 
exchange of i cent and an advance in the 
price or nearly 5 per cent 
The stock on 
sale was said to be seventy-five tons and 
and the market very strong. Mr. Flint said 
that tho receipts of rubber in Para since 
Dec. I amounted in all to 960 tons, 
being 40 per cent less than the average 
receipts of the previous three years for 
the same time. 
The decline in Brazilian 
exchange brings it to 25$ pence.

par value of a Brazilian milneis is twen­ 
ty-seven English pence and the decline to 
25$ is a decline of IJ pence in a week’s 
time.

"A GOOD FARM FOR NOTHING 
Under the foregoing head-1 ioe the 
New York Evening Post prints a long 
aitiole from its Washington ccirespond- 
ent, in which an attempt is made to prove 
that good farms can be bought in Mas­ 
sachusetts for a iecb price than the fences 
and buildings criminally cost. The cor­ 
respondent then takes, a« an illustration, 
a firm one mile from the most beautiful 
village in New England, Williamstown, 
iu Berkshire county—two miles only 
from a ststicm at which twenty passen­ 
ger trains stop each day. A more par­ 
ticular description cf the farm is thus 
given by the correspondent: 
The farm has, I believe, twice taken a 
premium as the best managed farm in the 
town, and the owner for more than twenty 
j ears has been “putting on more than he 
has taken o ff th a t is to say, he has sold 
butter 
end 
bought 
grain. 
The 
price 
cf all 
agricultural 
products 
in 
the 
neighboring 
villages 
of 
Williamstown and North (Adams are 
b o o at the same as in the towns of Albany 
and Troy, ^excepting \ bay, butter, and 
mutton. The farm contains 106 acres, 
and bas npon iii the well-known New 
England farmhouse (white with green 
Hinds, and two large maple trees before 
the door,) and ten farm buildings. All 
of these buildings have been kept painted 
and are in good condition. The farm is 
well fenced, chiefly post and board. 
This farmhouse, these ten farm build­ 
ings and the fences,»probably could not 
be replaced for 610,000. In their pres­ 
ent 
condition I 
oall 
them 
faitly 
worth 66,500. le t this farm, to which a 
good farmer has given a lifetime of in­ 
telligent care, has been offered to me, 
and cen be bought by anybody, for that 
amount. In other words, if you will pay 
the owner what the buildings and fences 
are reasonably worth, or twc-tbirda of 
what they aotnally cost, he will give you 
106 acres of lied, in high cullti vat ion, 
for nothing, 
Mr. Foster, the owner cf the farm, was 
asked why he wanted to sell the farm at 
so low a price, and his answer was that 
he couldn’t work himself aa he once did, 
and he couldn’t hire the right kind of 
help. And if you ask any young ma^i.in 
the neighborhood why he doesn't buy 
the farm and pay [for it by hud work 
and thrifty ways and economical habits, 
and thus establish a comfortable home 
for himeelf, he will tell yon that he can 
do better—that he can either go to the 
oily and find lighter work, or he loan go 
west and get cheap land and make a 
good home quioker and cheaper than be 
can by buying the Foster farm. 
The point to get at is the real cause of 
the decline of agriculture in New Eug­ 
lena. The Post correspondent charges 
it to a combination cf circumstances; 
one of which is that the government of 
the United States has been paying the 
most (extraordinary bounty the world 
ever knew for produots raised on west­ 
ern farms. It hee practically said to 
the poor agricultural toilers of Europe, 
“Come over here, and settle in [the new 
states and territories, and (undersell the 
farmers (east (of the AlLeghianiee, and 
yon shall have a farm sud a citizenship 
for nothing.” Of course the peasant- 
f armers of Europe by over three millions 
in .the past ten years, accepted the 
bounty, and can undeiBel’i any farmer in 
New England. 
Another thing whioh is. said to damage 
the egricultural prospects of the east, are 
the railways, and the point is illustrated 
by the following two facts: 
A few summers ago two car-loads of 
butter oame into Boston on the same 
day. The one oame from Vermont in a 
common ear, was spoiled by the heat and 
sold as grease. 
The other came from 
Iowa in a refrigerator ear, arrived in 
prime oondirion, and commanded the 
highest market pnoe. iThe freight on 
these two leads of [butter was the same per 
pound. 
a A few years ago six farmers in the 
rioh butter region of 
Orange oonnty. 
New York, established a dairy of about 
four hundred Jerseys near West Point, 
Nebraska, for the purpose of supplying 
some cf the most fashionable hotels in 
th© city of New York with table butter. 
The price paid for the butter is, or was 
forty-five oents per pound; it came in i 
refrigerator ear, and the cost of trans 
potation, including cartage, from the 
dairy in Nebraska to the hotel in New 
York was five cents a pound, 
It is claimed that New England agit 
collare cannot compete with the “free 
farm” system of the west when each dis­ 
crimination in freights is permitted; and 
it is reasonable to suppose that the 
oiaim is justly made. 
There is another thing whioh has done 
mach to cause New England agriculture 
to utterly fail in comparison with the ag- 
rionUnre of the west. Nature has been 
hard with the average New England 
farm. 
Farms must of necessity 
be 
small, and there are more hillsides, more 
•tones to the serf, more narrow valleys, 
more months to the winter, than in any 
other agriculture! district in the Union. 
AU this can never be averted, and, to be 
anre, nuder snob surroundings and in­ 
fluences, it is no wonder that farms are 
offered for nothing if the buildings on 
them can be sold for a pnoe anywhere 
near approaching their value. 
Bat etui, there are large possibilities 
for many parts of New England it the 
right kind of remedies were applied. A 
Berkshire cc un Ay farm to-day la worth* 
in its possibilities, three times what any 
Dakota farm of the same size is worth. 
In faut, there is no comparison. If the 
younger men were to fling away their 
ambition 
to 
live in cities on half 
work and half fare, or use wiser judg­ 
ment than settling in the Dakotas, or in 
the attice further want, th 


TUE NORTH AND SOUTH OF TRE 
[HOUSE COMMITTEES. 
The wonderful power of the the south­ 
ern states over thefdemocracy of the north 
was never more forcibly illustrated [than 
during the democratic control of the 
house [of representatives; 
Before the 
war, the [south, the breeding place of 
democratic principle, including slavery 
and rebellion, dominated in the govern­ 
ment. 
It had a majority of all *the 
federal appointments. It controlled all 
the house committees. It was the ruling 
. spirit at Washington with the exception 
of two or three short periods, for nearly 
seventy years. And so when Mr. Car­ 
lisle was first elected speaker there went 
forth fxom Washington over the tele­ 
graphic wires that eignificent bit of in­ 
fo; mation—“The southern confederacy 
is in the saddle again.” 
The sonth was in the saddle again 
firmly and with a proud and defiant air, 
for no sooner did Mr. Carlisle receive 
the speaker’s gavel than he put the south 
in charge of nearly all the important 
badness of the hoaee. 
Here is one 
oritioism made on Mr. Carlisle’s commit­ 
tee arrangements: “It was an absurdity 
that the ways and means committee 
should be composed of Mr. Mills, of 
Texas, chairman, and five other southern 
men, whose districts were almost entire­ 
ly destitute of manufactures, with only 
seven northern members; and that the 
committee on elections should consist of 
Mr. Crisp, of Georgia, chairman, and six 
other Eontbern men, representing con­ 
stituencies which had been largely de­ 
frauded of the right cf suffrage, with 
only eight northern members.”

old boy, who was in great distress for 
breath, and four hours thereafter the pa­ 
tient began to cough up tbe diphthere- 
tio membrane. Another reader says he 
used the juice in tbe oase of his 6-year- 
old daughter who was dangerously ill 
with diphtheria. He says he induced 
the little sufferer to take the juice 
through a medicine tube, and within two 
or three hours she began oougbiug up 
small pieces of tbe membrane. 
As.the d ip h th eric membrane which 
grows incite air passages is of a fungoid 
character physicians have all along rec­ 
ognized the faot that if some acid could 
be applied that would disintegrate the 
membrane without attacking the mucous 
sui faces the .disease oould be readily 
controlled. 
It would be gratifying but not surpis 
iog if tbe simple juioe of the pineapple 
should beoome established as a ape lictor 
tbe cure of diphtheria. It would simply 
be oonfiimaticn of the theory that nature 
bas a cure for every ill. Herbalists more 
strongly than others hold to this belief; 
so many healing balms have been ex­ 
tracted from beths and 
roots that 
they naturally look for the discovery 
of 
other. 
The 
common 
plan­ 
tain which is the plague of owners of 
grassy lawns, is a plant of great medicinal 
value, and herbalists go so far as to say 
that it springs into leaf wherever man 
establishes himself. 
In the application of pineapple juice 
for diphtheiia, parents should, of oonrse, 
cont,ult tbe family physician. 
No pre 
grereive doctor will slight new discov­ 
eries in any field of medicine, and ex­ 
periment with the alleged oure should be 
supplemental to the regular course of 
treatment p rescribed by the lessons of 
medical experience.
